COOLIDGE AND STATE’S RIGHTS 


President Coolidge journeyed 
to 
Williamsburg, Va., to assist in 
the 
observance of the 150th anniversary 
of the Virginia Resolutions, now re­ 
garded as the opening 
gun in 
the 
fight of the American colonies for in­ 
dependence from 
British 
rule. 
He 
spoke on the campus of William and 
Mary College and offered high praise 
to the influence of that institution in 
the shaping of the early culture 
of 
this great nation. 
And he paid trib­ 
ute to the part Virginia has played 
in the making of these United States 
the hope and the haven of the high­ 
est democratic ideals of government. 
Then, quoting from 
the 
Virginia 
resolutions concerning the rights of 
the colonies to govern their own 
in­ 
ternal 
affairs 
unmolested, he used 
words that can be construed as an in­ 
dorsement of the principle, if not of 
the procedure, upon which the south­ 
ern states acted in the great test of 
the indissolubility of the union. A ft­ 
er declaring that the federal govern­ 
ment might pass 
out of existence 
without people noticing the passing, 
but that the authority of the states 
could not be taken 
away 
without 
chaos resulting in 24 hours, the chief 
executive 
uttered 
these significant 
words: 
No method of procedure has 
ever been devised by which liber- 
erty could be divorced from local 
self 
government. 
No 
plan 
of 
centralization 
has 
ever 
been 
adopted which did not result in 
bureaucracy, tyranny, inflexibil­ 
ity, reaction and decline. Of all 
forms of government, those ad­ 
ministered by bureaus are about 
the least satisfactory t oan en­ 
lightened and progressive people, 
Being irresponsible they become 
autocratic, and being autocratic 
they resist all development. Un­ 
less bureaucracy 
is 
constantly 
resisted it breaks down represen­ 
tative 
government 
and 
over­ 
whelms democracy. It is the one 
element in our institutions that 
sets up the pretense 
of having 
authority over everybody and be­ 
ing responsible to nobody. 
Coming at this time when the ad­ 
vocates of many plans for centraliz­ 
ed authority and bureaucratic 
han­ 
dling of the affairs of the nation are 
so busy in the national capital such 
words from the chief magistrate 
of 
the nation should be a bit discomfort­ 


ing, if not also disconcerting. 
What 
meaning will they have upon already 
accomplished 
invasions 
of 
state’s 
rights by the 
national 
government 
and what effect will they cause upon 
the ambitious plans for larger inva­ 
sions of the same sort? It is to be 
hoped they will give the bureaucrats 
time for pause and help in checking 
the plans for national control of ev­ 
erything from child birth and educa­ 
tion to regulation by the federal gov­ 
ernment of the food, drink and cloth­ 
es of individuals. 
It is time some leader with a na­ 
tional audience and national 
power 
gave some thought to national 
re­ 
spect to state’s rights, a matter now 
more honored in the breach than in 
the observance. 
The states 
should 
exert sole and only authority 
over 
all 
affairs 
of 
their citizens except 
such as have interstate connections 
and effects. 
But the nation has been 
drifting to the point where the 
un­

N 
O SOONER had Captain Mlsaon 
and his lieutenant, Garaceioil, set 
out under the white flag for the strang­ 
est career of piracy In history, than 
they had a chance to put their policy 
of “piracy without tears” Into prac­ 
tice. They captured an English sloop, 
and after helping themselves to some 
rum and a few other articles which 
they needed, they let the amazed 
Britishers go without further trouble. 
In return the English gave these 
strange pirates three rousing cheers at 
parting. 
After this. Mlsson sailed to the coast 
of Africa where he took a Dutch ship 
laden with gold dust and slaves. 
Such 
an opportunity could not be passed up, 
so Captain Mlsson gave his crew a 
long harangue on the evils of slavery. 
In fact, that became a regular part 
of his procedure. His captives were 
Invariably forced to listen to a long- 
winded sermon before they were re­ 
leased and sent on their way. That 
did not prevent his making his oper­ 
ations profitable, however, for these 
gentle pirates always helped them­ 
selves to whatever they liked In the 
cargoes of the ships they stopped- 
From one English vessel they took the 
sum of 60,000 pounds sterling. 
Mlsson next sailed to an Island la 
the Indian ocean to make bis horns. 
Here he married the sister of th§ 
dusky queen, while Caraccloll took for 
his bride her niece. After several 
years of pirating from this base, Mls­ 
son transferred his men to a shel1 
tered bay in Madagascar, where he es­ 
tablished a colony on socialistic lined 
and named It Llhertatfa. Everything 
was held in common and a form of 
government arranged with Mlsaon as 
"Lord Oonaervator.” 
Caraccloll be­ 
came secretary of atate, and the fa­ 
mous Captain Tew, an English pirate, 
who joined Mission was made admiral 
of the fleet. The council was made'up 
of the ablest of the pirates without dis­ 
crimination as to race or color. 
There for many years this pirate 
Utopia where any gentle-souled pi­ 
rates might have "some Place to call 
their own; and a Receptacle, when 
Age or Wounds had render’d them in­ 
capable of Hurdshlp, where they might 
enjoy the Fruits of their Labor, and 
go to their Graves In Peace,” flour­ 
ished. But eventually the hostility of 
the natives brought trouble down upon 
Llbertatla, and Mlsaon and a few sur 
vivors were forced to seek safety on 
board a ship. This vessel foundered 
In a hurricane and Mlsson and ail of 
the crew were drowned.

O SOONER had Oaptaln Mlsson 
and his lieutenant, CaracctoU, set 
out under the white flag for the strang­ 
est car*»er of piracy In hletory, than 
they had a chance to put their policy 
of “piracy without tears” Into prac­ 
tice. They captured an English sloop, 
and after helping themselves to some 
rum and a few other articles which 
they needed, they lot the am tied 
Britishers go without further trouble. 
In return the English gave theoo 
strange pirates three rousing cheers at 
parting. 
After this, Mlaaon sailed to the coast 
of Africa where he took a Dutch ship 
laden with gold dust and slaves. 
Such 
an opportunity could not be passed up, 
so Captain Mlaaon gave his crew a 
long harangue on the evils of slavery. 
In fact, that became a regular part 
of his procedure. 
His captives were 
Invariably forced to listen to a long- 
winded sermon before they were re­ 
leased and sent on their way. That 
did not prevent his making his oper­ 
ations profitable, however, for theee 
gentle pirates always helped them­ 
selves to whatever they liked In the 
cargoes of the ship« they stopped- 
From one English vessel they took the 
sura of 00,000 pounds sterling. 
Mlsson next sailed to an Island la 
the Indian ocean to make his horns. 
Here he married the sister of ths 
dusky queen, while Oaraecloli took foi 
his bride her niece. 
After several 
years of pirating from this base, Mis- 
•on transferred his men to a shot 
tered bay in Madagascar, where he es­ 
tablished a colony on socialistic lines 
and named It Llbertatta. Everything 
was held In common and a form of 
government arranged with Mlsson as 
“Lord Conservator." 
Caracctoll be­ 
came secretary of state, and the fa 
mous Captain Tew, an English plrats, 
who joined Mission was made admiral 
of the fleet. The council was raade'up 
of the ablest of the pirates without dis­ 
crimination as to race or color. 
There for many years this pirate

The Ballad of Captain Kidd 
P A P T . WILLIAM KIDD, perhaps 
^ the most famous pirate of all time 
was hanged at Wapplng, England on 
May 28, 1T01. Popular feeling, evt 
dently sensing what was established as 
historical fact 200 years later—that an 
Innocent m u went to his death at 
Execution dock that day—immediately 
made a martyr of him and he became 
the hero of a popular ballad which 
like so many other ballads, grew and 
grew as each singer added his contri 
button to It. There are known to be at 
least 24 stanzas to the ballad, and 
poaelbly more. It la a typical exam 
pie of balladry and perhaps the most 
famous of all ballads In which a pirate 
Is the hero. Curiously enough William 
Kidd was always called Robert Kidd 
by the populace, and here Is s part of 
the ballad as It was then sung:

Once there wag a little shop girl 
who loved pretty clothes better than 
anything else in the world. 
She was 
an orphan and at 16 found herself up 
against the problem of providing her­ 
self with lettuce sandwiches and so­ 
das, to say nothing of silk stockings 
and an umbrella. 
Beyond these ne­ 
cessities her meager pay check sim­ 
ply would not go, so for amusement 
this girl began to dream a dream. 
She snatched up all the informa­ 
tion she could get from 
behind her 
counter as to how that dream could 
be turned into a reality. She watch­ 
ed the customers who came into the 
store, noticing the clothes they wore, 
the purchases they made and 
some­ 
times noting down for future 
use, 
ideas that came to her about the kind 
of clothes they should 
be wearing. 
Mentally dressing her customers be­ 
came her pet game, but she didn't 
have to play it from behind a counter 
very long. 
The department store where

¡with very fascinating blue eyes and 
a slight, graceful figure, was one of 
I the chosen. 
Oh, she was thrilled. 
She slipped out of her old worka­ 
day dress into the shimmering cos­ 
tumes that are reserved to be shown 
to French Room customers and 
felt 
herself a veritable Cinderella. 
She 
was so interested in showing the mo­ 
dels and paraded back and forth so 
willingly, exhibiting their good lines, 
their most becoming points, that the 
store maanger asked her if she would 
like to be a professional model. 
Would she? Of course, that's what 
she had always wanted to be . 
And that is the first chapter of the 
story Miss Elizabeth 
Thomas 
tells 
when she starts out to explain 
how 
and why she is now listed as one of 
the most successful manufacturers of 
exclusive models of women's ready- 
to-wear in the Middle West. 
This is a true story, not a movie 
scenario, but Miss Thomas really did 
model her way 
to 
success. 
Now, 
masquerading behind staid initials as 
E. M. Thomas in telephone directory 
and on office letterheads, this slight, 
graceful person can take time in the 
middle of a week day afternoon 
to 
curl herself comfortably up 
on 
a 
couch in one of her showrooms and 
admit that she is the captain 
bold, 
the chief mate, often the crew 
and 
sometimes the cook of the E. M. Tho­ 
mas Company, whose products 
are 
well known to owners 
of exclusive 
women’s shops throughout the coun­ 
try. 
She has earned her right to a 
few minutes of leisure whenever she 
wants them, certainly, for it has tak­ 
en years of work and much sharpen­ 
ing of the wits to make that little 
shop girl’s dream of owning and op­ 
erating a business ail her own come 
true. 
When Miss Thomas went into mod 
eling as a professional she kept both 
eyes open for opportunities to learn 
merchandising. 
She 
studied 
the 
trade, as the phrase 
goes 
among 
wholesalers ,and found very few dull 
moments lurking about for her in the 
course of a working day. 
“There is an art to modeling, just 
as there is to housekeeping, or keep­ 
ing hooks, or performing any sort of 
task”, she declares. “I set myself to 
study that art, and soon found it sec­ 
ond nature for me to try to sell the 
customer for whom I was showing 
the gt>wn. 
Sell her by my own atti­ 
tude, not by persuasion. 
That, 
of 
course, is the duty of the sales girl. 
But the model who knows how 
to 
show off the best points of a frock, 
who is really interested in helping 
the customer select a suitable and 
becoming costume, can go a long way 
toward making the sale without say­ 
ing a word”. 
That faraway, disinterseted stare 
that one sees on the faces of wax fig­ 
ures in showcases, and that evident 
ly serves as a criterion for the ultra­ 
sophisticated,

model, 
who 
droops through the motions of dis 
playing her employer's wares, is all 
wrong, according to Miss' 
Thomas 
The 
I-don’t-care-whether-you-take-it 
or-not attitude hinders more sales to 
French Room customers—those who 
select their wardrobes from a store’ 
most expensive and exclusive stock 
than is realized, she says. 
If 
the 
model is enthusiastic about the pret 
ty things she is 
wearing, 
believes 
that the woman shopper would look 
well in them, and allows this inter 
est to show in her face, she’s a good 
model, and worth real money to her 
store. 
A model has a better chance than 
a buyer to know clothes, for she not 
only has the opportunity to examine 
them, but she can often tell, after

Sometimes she made over in 
her 
mind the dresses that didn’t seem to 
her to he just right as she was try­ 
ing them on* 
Studying the different 
styles to see what made them right 
or wrong, she learned how they had 
been cut to give the finished effect, 
and in this way she picked up 
the 
complicated process of pattern cut­ 
ting, one of the most puzzling things 
about the art of dressmaking to 
a 
novice. 
She evolved her own ideas of de­ 
sign in this way, too, for she soon 
found that she was partial to a cer­ 
tain kind of dress—not of any 
par­ 
ticular style period, but one that met 
her individual requirements of smart­ 
ness. This is such a very vgaue thing 
that probably the woman-who-knows- 
what-she-likes in clothes, though of­ 
ten she doesn’t know just why she 
likes it that way, will understand.

Finally, she found herself possess­ 
ed of a bank account and sufficient 
experience to warrant a sally into the

She bought a fourth

terest in a company whicji was being 
oraganized by three men, and

began making 
dresses 
in 
a small 
plant on Washington avenue. 
Miss Thomas was, of course, inter 
ested in the financial outcome of the 
venture, but she was unwilling 
to 
sacrifice the character of the goods 
the firm was producing for bigger 
profits. The only aim her 
partners 
seemed to have, she says, was to turn 
out as much goods as 
ppossible 
as 
cheaply as possible, and the 
shoddy, 
hurried character of the work did not 
appeal to her. 
She had 
charge of 
most of the selling end of the busi­ 
ness, and when she discovered 
that 
the orders she had obtained were be­ 
ing filled with poorly finished goods, 
she decided to sell out her 
interest 
This she did. 
Next she went 
into 
partnership 
with two men, but it was the 
same 
story again. 
The men wanted 
to 
produce quantity and she wanted to 
produce quality. 
So they parted af­ 
ter a brief trial, Miss Thomas mak­ 
ing a good profit on her investment 
in the company, however. 
She tried once again to operate in 
partnership 
with a man, but finally 
gave it up as a poor business scheme 
“Men don’t seem to look at

as women do”, she says.
